PROBLEM: THE PHILIPPINES terialfactors, religious adherence, 
and demographic variables are lim- 


ited in transitional societies, rare in premodern societies. The prob- 
lems are the intricacy of the analysis and the paucityofthedata. Mar- 
riage, family, work, and religion are intertwined. The disentanglemeat 
of religious, social, and economic factors is difficult if there is ho:no- 
geneity and persistence in the religion. A shift in faith introduces re- 
ligion as a variable, but the seeming simplification brings further dif- 
ficulties. A major religious change involves adaptations in the culture 
and modifications in intruded and indigenous religions. Then, too, con- 
version to a world faith has often been part of the accommodation to alien 
rule. Religious and social changes are alike related to the use of money, 
the organization of production for the market, andaltered knowledge and 
aspirations. 


The Philippine Islands are a classic area for the study of the 
interrelations among social, economic, and religious factors and the 
relations of the separate variables to demographic behavior and popu- 
lation growth. In the sixteenth century, the Muslim overlay and some- 
thing of its correlated organization reached as far north as Manila. In 
the centuries of Spanish rule all but the more isolated groups became 
Roman Catholic. The United States substituted secular government and 
religious freedom for the Spanish theocracy. The ideal of public educa- 
tion in English was introduced tothe Philippines, and preparation for in- 
dependence was a goal. The sharp differences that might have charac- 
terized the two periods were muted by economic and social continuities. 
The introduction of new crops and production for the market began early 
in the Spanish period. The ceremonial and other requirements of the 
church speeded the use of money in the villages. There were persist- 
encies in social stratifications from the sixteenth to the twentieth cen- 
turies. The concentration of land ownership, the prevalence of share 
tenancy and landless labor, poverty, and widespread illiteracy continued 
throughout the American period. 


Thus, the strictly economic and the narrowly demographic as- 
pects of the Philippine development are comparable to those in many 
areas in many parts of the world. The unique aspects are religious, 
political, and educational. The present note is-an exploration of the di- 
mensions of the research problem. 


Research and Data for Research 


Depopulation focused the interests of the crown and church of 
Spain onthe indigenous populations of the Americas, and hispanic schol- 
arship contributed notably to the analysis of the changing numbers and 
the altered distributions of the colonial period. There wasno spectacu- 
lar depopulationinthe Philippines. The people were few and dispersed, 
and so less vulnerable to dislocation, famine, and epidemic. The con- 
solidation of settlement was less drastic, the exploitation less severe. 
Hence the demography of the peoples in the scattered islands on the far 
peripheries of New Spain received only limited attention from hispanic 
scholars. The comparative research of recent decades largely by- 
passed the Philippines, perhaps because the overriding population prob- 


lems were those of the more numerous peoples whose cultures were 
more characteristically Asian. The larger theoretical relevance of the 
structure and growth ofa population that partook of the characteristics 
of Asia, of Latin America, andof the United States was largely ignored. 
Recently, however, there has beena concentration of statistical activities 
within the Philippines onthe problems of demographic surveys and vital 
registration. Theincreasing availability of data, the importance of pop- 
ulation research to economic development, and the more adequate or- 
ganization for research training suggest that Philippine neglect of the 
analysis of the population of the Philippines is not likely to continue. 


The major quantitative materials for analyses below the national 
level are foundinthe publications of the censuses of 1903 and 1939. The 
levels and interrelations among variables in 1903 reflect the society and 
economy of the Philippine people at the end of the centuries of Spanish 
rule. The demographic interrelations in 1939 are those of the end of the 
period of effective political control by the United States. Thedeficiencies 
of the enumeration and the incomplete publication of the provincial data 
preclude incisive analysis for 1948. The current sample survey of house- 
holds provides data atthe national level; these are being analyzed within 
the Philippines, and in a joint project of the Philippine government and 
the Population Branchofthe United Nations. The analysisof trends and 
interrelations within the regions and lesser areas of the Philippines dur- 
ing recent decades requires tabulations from the census that is planned 
for 1960. 


The Growth of the Population 


When Ferdinand Magellan reached the Philippines in 1521, there 
were perhaps halfa million peopleinthe islands. There are only rough 
records of the changing numbers of these people and their descendants, 
for the ecclesiastical records, the reports on cedulas, and the censuses 
of the Spanish period covered only Catholics. "Growth" included chang- 
ing proportions of natural increase and converts; its measurement was 
affected by variationsinthe completeness and accuracy of the records. 
By 1800, the reported Catholic population was 1.6 million. It reached 
3.9 million in 1850 and 6.3 million in 1896. The census taken by the 
United States on March 2, 1903, indicated a total population of 7.6 mil- 
lion. If the initial figure is a reasonable approximation, population in- 
creased fifteen-foldinfour centuries. Whatever the errors in the spe- 
cific figures, it is obvious that population multiplied again and again in 
the Spanish period, and that the average annual rate of growth was slight. 


When the representatives of the United States Bureau of the Cen- 
sus directed the Philippine census of 1903, they compiled data on deaths 
from the registration records of the local areas for 1902 and 1903, and 
they secured all available ecclesiastical records from the Catholic or- 
ders. These latter included Catholic populations, baptisms, and deaths 
by areas for the years 1876, 1879, and, annually, 1885 through 1898. The 
average annual rate of baptisms per 1,000 Catholic population was 47.9, 
the average annual death rate to the same base, 39.7. The rate of bap- 
tisms was relatively unchanging; it was between 45 and 49 in ten years, 
50 or higher in five years. The death rate fluctuated widely from year 
to year. It was usually in the uppertwenties or the low thirties, but it 
was 106 in 1879, 58 in 1889, and 48 in 1890. The average provincial 
rates for the years from 1885 to 1898 corroborate the evidence of the 
high and variable national rates. Most of the provinces had average 
rates of baptismsinthe upper forties, but many had rates in the fifties.

Cebu's average rate was 60. Again, death rates were more variable than 
baptismal rates. 


Ecclesiastical records of the numbers, the baptisms, and the 
deaths of Roman Catholics were not precise bases for the computation 
of vital rates, particularly in areas where conversions were occurring. 
However, the heavy weights of children and youth in the age structures 
in 1903 corroborate the evidence of high fertility, while the known prev- 
alence of cholera, smallpox, and plague corroborate the timing and the 
areal incidence of the fluctuations in mortality. 


The detailed compilations of death reports for the year 1902 
covered the period of a major cholera epidemic. The deaths reported 
in 1902 related to the population enumerated in 1903 yielded a death 
rate of 63 per 1,000 total population. The rate reached 99 in Bataan, 
107 in Laguna, 127 in Iloilo, and 133 in Batangas. In this single year, 
recorded deaths were sufficient to decimate the population in one-eighth 
of the districts. There were eleven districts in which deaths reported 
in 1902 were equal to one-fifth of the populations enumerated in 1903. 
Deaths recorded in 1902 related to children enumerated in 1903 gave a 
rate of 322 per 1,000 population for infants below age one, 141 for chil- 
dren below age five. 


The growth potential of this population was noted with interest 
by the directors of the census. Quoting: 


Within the last five yearsit[the Philippine population]... 
has suffered from war, destruction of industry, and, most 
of all, from a recrudescence of smallpox and a terrible 
epidemic of cholera. The totalofthese losses can not be 
determined, but the deaths, mostly from cholera, in the 
single province of Iloflo last year took nearly one-sixth 
of the population, according to the census returns. The 
population can scarcely have gained any in the last six 
years. The actual deaths by war alone were not large 
enough to affect greatly the number of inhabitants, but the 
shifting and changing of population, the burning of thou- 
sands of homes, and, especially, epidemic disease, prob- 
ably reduced the population. Several times in the last 
fifty years theislands have been ravaged by Asiatic chol- 
era.... The actual loss to population between 1881 and 
1883 from epidemics was not accurately reported, but it 
was unquestionably a disastrous setback, not made good 
by several years of normal growth and prosperity. 


The conclusion to be derived is that the Christian Philip- 
pine population shows a power of multiplying scarcely ex- 
ceeded by any race of people. The hope of building up 
here in the course of afew generations a people equal in 
numbers and national resources to the Japanese at the 
present time does not seem illusory. Given a prolific 
stock, expanding prosperity and commerce, and favorable 
political conditions, population...can go up by leaps and 
bounds. I believe that all these conditions together may be 
realized hereinthe Philippines.... There is a deep wis- 
dom in the intentions of the American Government to meet 
more than half way the eager ambitions of this race. [Cen- 


sus of the Philippine Islands...1903, Vol. I, pp. 444-445.] 





The growth in the years after 1903 justified the anticipations at 
the time of the first census. Population was 7.6 million in 1903, 10.3 





million in 1918,16.0 millionin 1939, and 19.2 million in 1948. The Sta- 
tistical Survey results suggest a population of 23.3 million in 1957. The 
conservative estimates of the United Nations suggest a population of more 
than 50 million by 1980. 


The criticisms that can be made of past records, censuses, and 
vital ratesare multiple. Projections obviously require judgments of past 
data and assumptionsastofuture trends. The broad factsof growth are 
not obscured by anyofthe imprecisions of measurement. Fertility has 
been and remainshigh. Death rates that were high and widely fluctuat- 
ing have been reduced to relatively low levels and will be reduced still 
further as health facilitiesare spread throughout the islands. The major 
demographic questionsastofuture growth concern the levels, the inter- 
relations, andthe persistencies infertility. Theanalysis presented here 
is based primarily on the materials from the enumeration of 1939. It 
thus sketches something of the demographic bases of the population prob- 
lems that may develop in the Philippines. It does not consider either 
the definitions of problemsor the possibilities of their gradual liquida- 
tion through declines in fertility. 


The Fertility of Women in the Provinces: 1939 


In 1939, each person in the Philippines was asked age at last 
birthday, de facto marital status, and, if a woman who was then or had 
been married, the number of children she had borne. The reports for 
the provinces gave marital status byage and, for ever-married women, 
the numbers of women reporting specified numbers of births from none 
tollormore. These data are summarized in percentage form in Table 
1; the locations of the provinces are shown in the accompanying map. 
The transformation into the usual figures on numbers of children ever 
born to women of specified ages requires the computation of total num- 
bers of births, with an assigned value for the upper number. Then the 
partially estimated numbers of births have to be divided bythe numbers 
of women who reported themselves asin specific ages and as married, 
widowed, divorced, or separated. Thus many types of errors may in- 
fluence the final ratios of births to women. 





Difficulties in transportation, multiple dialects, sub-cultural di- 
versities, and prevalent illiteracy were major deterrents to complete- 
nessor accuracyinenumeration. Theuseofnumbers was casual among 
the people. Many did not know their ages. In 1903, a question on con- 
sensual unions showed the practice tobe widespread. Itis possible that 
the number of women who reported themselvesasina specific age group 
and the number who reported themselvesas married were alikeinerror. 
There is nobasisinthe historic Philippine experience for assessing the 
probability that the women of 1939 remembered accurately and reported 
freely the numbers of infants born alive to them. There was evidence 
that accuracy in reporting was related to the duration and extent of the 
Catholic influence and to literacy. Thus completeness and accuracy in 
reporting were related both to area of residence and to age. 


Analysis of the ratios of successive age groups to each other and 
inspectionof the ratios of males tofemalesin specific age groups showed 
a concentration of inaccuracies among the peoples of Muslim and indig- 
enous faiths. Thisisnotanunexpected finding, forthe people still clas- 
sifiedas primitive and the Muslims were concentrated in mountainous or 
isolated island areas. Economic activities were less developed, agri- 
culture was more predominant, and illiteracy was greater. Since the 
complex of factors influencing fertility might be expected to differ among 
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Per cent never married and per cent married but not reporting on children ever born 
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peoples of Christian, Muslim, and indigenous faiths, those eight prov- 
inces that had one-fifth or more of the non-Christian religious groups 
in their total populations were separated in the analysis. So also was 
the small population of Batanes, the islands between Luzon and Taiwan. 
Major analysis of the plausibility of the data and the levels and inter- 
relations of total and marital fertility concerned the 40 Christian prov- 
inces and the city of Manila. 


Perusal of the distributions of women aged 45 to 54 by the num- 
bers of children they had borne indicated that these were not undiffer- 
entiated populations reproducing at levels determined solely by physio- 
logical and other health factors. Few women reported no children or 
only one child, but 44 per cent of all women reported more than seven 
children. The majorvariations occurred among those reporting 8 to 10 
children and among those reporting 11 or more. If substantial propor- 
tions of the reports of the higher numbers of children were arbitrary, 
computed fertility rates would be largely artifacts. The analytical ap- 
proach to this and other questions of validity relied on an argument of 
consistency. In the relatively stable conditions of the Philippines in the 
early decades of this century, there wouldbe persistence or slow change 
in the factors influencing the fertility of women. Hence age-specific 
fertility rates wouldbe correlated highly from one age group to the next 
within provinces, and the patterns of differences among the provinces 
would be similar for the various age groups of women. This argument 
would apply when numbers of children were related to total women, for 
delayed marriage and widowhood would be among the persistent factors. 
It would also apply to the fertility of ever-married women and the fer- 
tility of women who had borne at least one child. In other words, the 
correlations of the cumulative childbearing of the successive age groups 
of women would test the possibilities of major errors in the reporting 
of marital status, selectivities among the married women not reporting 
on children born, and inaccuracies in the reporting of the higher num- 
bers of births. 


The linear correlations of the numbers of children ever born to 
women at successive ages inthe 40 Christian provinces and Manila are 
given in Table 2. The high levels of the relationships and the limited 
scatter around the regression linesinthe major childbearing ages were 
consistent with the assumption of relative accuracy in the reporting of 
marital status and numbers of children ever born. There were errors 
and inaccuracies, but they were not sufficient to bar analysis.

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There were major differences in the levels of the childbearing 
among the womeninthe Christian provinces, andthere were also major 
differences inthe prevalence of early marriage and the frequency of 
widowhood inthe later ages (Table 3). Again we present below summary 
measures for the Christian provinces and Manila, this time the mean 
number of children ever bornper 1,000 total women andper 1,000 ever- 
married women and the linear correlations between the two:

The differences infertility by age and the patterns of the correla- 
tions suggest that delayed marriage and widowhood were major deter- 
rents tofertility. The linear correlations between numbers of children 
ever borntoever-married women and the percentages of the women who 
were married in1939 rose from .30 at ages 15 to 19 to .68at ages 25 to 
34,then declinedto .42atages 35to44. More refined measures of these 
interrelations substantiate the role ofage at marriage and widowhood in 
the differential reproduction among the provinces. The correlation be- 
tweenthe percent single andthe number of children ever born per 1,000 
women aged 15 to 19 was -.96, a simple measure of the fact that those 
who married had children, or that those who had children reported them- 
selvesas married. The correlation between the per cent single and the 
increase inchildren ever borntototal women was -.95 at ages 20 to 24, 
-.78 at ages 25 to 34. Thus age at marriage was a major determinant 
of fertility atages below 35. Widowhood became increasingly significant 
atages above 35. There were slight negative relations between the per 
cent widowed and the number of children ever born to total women at 
ages 35 to 44 and 45 to 54. At these ages, the correlation between the 
increase in the proportion widowed and the increase in the number of 
children ever born was -.34. 


Comparisons of the levels of fertility implicit in the reported 
childbearing with those implicit in the age structures or the age ratios 
of the populations suggest the limitations tothe Philippine data from the 
dual standpoints of accuracy and adequacy. The percentage of the total 
population below age 15 should have been a rough measure of historic 
fertility, yetits correlation with the number of children ever born to all 
women aged 45 to 54 was only .54. However, if there were selectivities 
in the survival of women according tothe levels of their fertility, there 
might be appreciable divergencies between historic levels of fertility 
as reported by these women and current reports on numbers of youth in 
the population. The correlation between children ever born to women 
aged 15 to 35 and ratios of children aged 0 to 4 to women aged 15 to 44 
was .86; the comparable correlation between childrenever born to ever- 
married women and the ratios of children to ever-married women was 
.65. Here again there are difficulties, for the measures of cumulative 
fertility were not age-standardized and the ratios of children to women 
were joint products of fertility and the still high childhood mortality of 
the period.

This analysis of the levels and interrelations of fertility in the 
Christian provinces of the Philippines has been presented as a series 
of testsof the internal consistency and therefore of the possible reality 
of the information supplied by the women. Since the data gav~ internal 
evidence of relative reliability, the results of the analysis may also be 
presented as substantive conclusions. The first fact to be noted is 
that there was major but widely varying postponement of marriage among 
the women. Mostofthem eventually married, but some five per cent of 
those aged 45 to 54 had not done so. The second major fact is that few 
of those who married remained childless; the percentage was only four 
for those aged 45 to 54. The third major factisthat there was frequent 
and continuing childbearing among those who married. Fifty-three per 
cent of the women aged 45 to 54 who reported onchildren ever born re- 
ported seven or more; in nine provinces, this percentage exceeded 60. 
Even with the widespread and presumably ancient pattern of marriage 
postponement, the average number of children ever born per 1,000 wom- 
en aged 45 to 54 reached 6,358 forall women and 6,711 for ever-married 
women in the Christian provinces. 


There is a fourth major conclusion, though the inadequacies of 
the data require that it be phrasedincautious terms. There were prov- 
inces that included appreciable proportions of those whom the Philippine 
census labelledas pagans. Here the levels of the reported fertility were 
considerably below those in the Christian provinces, primarily due to 
lesser frequencies of those with many children. The reported fertility 
of the women inthe provinces with predominantly Muslim populations or 
large Muslim minorities was also belowthat inthe Christian provinces. 


Differential Fertility in the Christian Provinces 


The initial assumption with reference to differential fertility 
among the Philippine provinces was that it was associated with the de- 
velopment and modernization of the country. In this assumption, the 
average age of marriage would be lowest and the fertility highest among 
women who livedinprovinces where agriculture was most predominant, 
illiteracy greatest, and school attendance least. The lowest percentages 
married atany specific age, and the lowest fertility among the married, 
would be found in Manila, for here the departures from old ways and the 
adaptations to new ways had proceeded furthest. These relations were 
plausible theoretically andempirically. In Japan, demographic modern- 
ization proceeded along withthe departure from agriculture, the growth 
of cities and non-industrial employment, and advancing education. At 
any given time the highest proportions married and the highest fertility 
among the married were found in the most isolated agricultural prov- 
inces, while the lowest proportions married and the lowest fertility of 
the married were found in the great cities. 


In the Christian provinces of the Philippines, there were close 
interrelations among the proportions of men gainfully occupied in agri- 
culture, forestry, and fishing; illiteracy; the educational levels ofthe age 
groups; and the ability to speak English. No one of these variables was 
associated closely either with the proportion of the population aged 20 
to 24 that was single or withthe proportion of the population that was Ro- 
man Catholic. These absences of relationships emerged in the provin- 
cial averages summarized in Table 4 andinthecorrelations of the var- 
iables for the provinces. The cityof Manila alone conformed to expec- 
tations in its associations of advanced status and high proportions single.

Religion was nota differentiating factor among the Christian 
provinces. Overall, the proportions of the single were highest in the 
Christian provinces, intermediate in the provinces with major Muslim 
groups, and lowest in the provinces with considerable numbers of ad- 
herents of native faiths. 


Inspection of the proportions single among the women of the in- 
dividual provinces indicates that the areas may be too large and the 
measures too crude todetect whatever relationships existed among the 
variables. Alternatively, at the low levels of economic differentiation 
and education that characterized the rural Philippines in1939, marriage 
patterns may have been related more closely to cultural and historical 
factors and specific economic pressures of the old society than to the 
opportunities and the upward mobility of the new. The latter interpre- 
tations are the more plausible ones. The expected relationships of mar- 
riage postponement to modernization characterized the provinces ad- 
jacent to Manila as wellas Manila itself. Elsewhere, the highest propor- 
tions single occurred inthe over-populated areas of exodus in the Ilocos 
provinces and La Union. There were also high proportions of the single 
among the Visayan peoples in the:islands of Panay, Cebu, and Bohol. 











There were limited but pervasive relations between numbers of 
children ever borntoever-married women andthe social and economic 
characteristics of the provincial populations (Table 5). The completed 
fertility of older women was higher in the Christian provinces than in 
the provinces with appreciable non-Christian groups, whether Muslim 
or indigenous, but the differences were slight amongthe younger women. 
However, inaccuracies of reporting may have been greater in the non- 
Christian provinces, especially among the older women. Within the 
Christian provinces, there were no significant relations between the pro- 
portion Roman Catholic andthe numbersof children ever born to either 
the older or the younger women. 


The relations between the fertility of women and social and eco- 
nomic characteristics suggest that the extent and the types of differ- 
entials infertility were changing over time. Those among older women 
were associated more with cultural and historic factors than with such 
measures of modernization as non-agricultural occupations or educa- 
tion, while those among younger women reflected the influence of the 
developing national economy, the expanding educational system, and the 
growing aspirations for life outside the barrios oramore abundant life 
within them. 


Women aged 45 to 54 in 1939 were born in the late years of the 
nineteenth century; most of them were married before the First World 
War. In most provinces, 85 to 90 per cent had never attended school. 
The women and their husbands had secured their living largely by ag- 
ricultural or other local subsistence activities or with handicraft pro- 
duction. Social and economic differentiations were not absent, but they 
were limited. The relations of fertility to social and economic charac- 
teristics were likewise muted. Inthe Christian provinces, the correla- 
tion between the number of children ever born per 1,000 ever-married 
women and either the proportion of gainfully occupied men in agricul- 
ture or the proportion of the provincial population illiterate was .15. 
The correlation between completed fertility and the proportion speak- 
ing English was -.31; the correlation between the level of completed fer- 
tility and the proportion of the women who reported that they had never 
attended school was also -.31. The correlation between the percentage 
of ever-married women who reported seven or more children and the 
percentage who reported that they had never attended school was .34. 


The relations among the numbers of children ever born to ever- 
married women aged 20 to 24 and social and economic variables were 
similar but somewhat closer. In the Christian provinces, the correla- 
tion between the fertility of women and the proportion of the men in ag- 
riculture, forestry, and fishing was .26. The correlation between the 
fertility of the women and the proportion of the women who had an edu- 
cation beyond the fourth grade was -.25. The correlation between the 
fertility of these younger women and the proportion of the men in the 
same age group who had more than a fourth grade education was -.40. 


The Bases of a Population Problem 


These analyses of the relations of marriage postponement and 
the childbearing of the married to social and economic variables have 
been based on crude measures for broad areas. They have utilized data 
that were inerrortovarying degrees, and the errors have been associ- 
ated negatively with some of the social and economic measures, if not 
with the demographic variables themselves. The internal consistency 
of the measures of fertility for the successive age groups and the inter-

correlations of marital status and fertility bar the interpretation of ail 
the differences among the provinces, or evenany major portion of them, 
asartifacts. Hence some conclusions seem justified, although they must 
be made cautiously. 


There was a widespread pattern of marriage postponement in the 
Philippines. Since such postponement was more prevalent in the more 
predominantly Roman Catholic provinces than in those with substantial 
proportions of adherents of the Muslim or indigenous faiths, it is tempt- 
ing to ascribe the postponement to the religious factor. Analogy with 
Japan would be as plausible as that with Ireland, however, and neither 
is persuasive. The extent of the postponement was not associated with 
the relative prevalence of the Catholic faithasinIreland, nor was it as- 
sociated with comprehensive industrialization and urbanization as in Ja- 
pan. Theclosest associations were those with modernization in Manila 
and the surrounding areas, with specific factors in indigenous cultures 
and specific reactions to pressures elsewhere. Presumably there was 
a basis here forfurther practices of delayed marriage with further eco- 
nomic advance and social change. 


The broad influences of the Roman Catholic churchorof the type 
of agricultural society that developed under its aegis were favorable to 
high fertility. Itishazardous to argue from contemporary primitive to 
pre-Spanish conditions, but developments elsewhere in the Pacific area 
lend plausibility to the argument that fertility was increased with the 
acculturation to the Catholic faith, hispanic values, and the limited ma- 
terial life of a rigid economy and a stratified society. The prevalent 
high ratios of children to women in provinces whose historic fertility 
was relatively low may have reflected continuing acculturation to the 
dominant pattern, or they may have reflected qualitative deficiencies in 
the data. 


The increasing differentiation of the economy and the society of 
the Philippines was accompanied by increasing associations between the 
factors of modernization and the levels of fertility. In the Christian 
provinces, women aged 45 to 54in 1939 had attended school briefly if at 
all, and they had married and borne childreninareas that were heavily 
agricultural inoccupations and localincontact and in outlook. Analysis 
at the provincial level showed slight relationships to agricultural oc- 
cupations or illiteracy. The highest of the relationships was that between 
the proportion who had never attended schooland the proportion who had 
seven or more children. 


The social and economic differentiations were greater among 
women aged 20 to 24 in 1939 than they had been at comparable ages for 
the women who were aged 45 to 54 in 1939. The associations among 
fertility and the social and economic variables were closer among the 
younger than the older women, but they were still limited. The closest 
were those between the fertility of women and the education of men. 


It was more than twenty years ago that the women of the Philip- 
pines answereda question on number of children ever born and so pro- 
vided the extraordinary data that we have been exploring. The fertility 
and mortality in the year 1939 were alike high, but the developments 
under Spanish and United States tutelage had led toincreased food sup- 
plies, lessened epidemics, and soto death rates substantially below those 
of earlier times. Fertility had probably increased along with the con- 
version to the Roman Catholic faith and the stabilities of an agrarian 
society in which poverty was widespread and status wasaccepted. There 
were only limited evidences of the declines in fertility that are usually

associated with economic and social advance, and these occurred pri- 
marilyin Manila. There wasarelatively advanced age at marriage, but 
it seemed to be associated more with the reactions of sub-cultural groups 
to economic pressures than tothe teachings of the church or the upward 
mobility of an awakening people. Again the Manila area was an excep- 
tion. If these facts and interpretations are valid, Western interactions 
with Philippine cultures had created the bases for population problems 
that would be acute in nature and difficult in solution. 


Developments since 1939 corroborate the evidence from the his- 
toric records and the census of 1939 that severe demographic difficul- 
ties were inherent inthe further growth of the population of the Philip- 
pines. The people numbered 16.0 million in 1939. Questions of growth 
could be dismissed with casual reference to the uncultivated lands of 
the southern islands. In 1957, though, the population was 23.3 million. 
The death rate was reduced from its height in 1939, but there were no 
evidences of reductions in the fertility of the Philippine people as a 
whole. The extension of health services throughout the islands and spe- 
cific programs tocontrol major health hazards were designed to reduce 
death rates to the low levels already achieved elsewhereinAsia. There 
were no plans to reduce fertility, indeed little public recognition of it 
as the factor responsible for the high rate of growth that was sucha 
severe hazard to economic advance. Projections that suggested a rate 
of natural increase of 3.4 per centa year and a total population of more 
than 60 million within a quarter century have begun to disturb the cus- 
tomary complacencies. 


The nature and the quality of the historic records for the Philip- 
pines permit an analysis ofthe growth of population and the evolution of 
population as a problem that is possible for few other areas. As in- 
creasingly more adequate data become available for other areas and the 
results of the census of 1960 become available forthe Philippines, it will 
be possible todetermine more precisely the extent andthe relationships 
of marriage and fertility to social and economic variables of a modern 


type. 


Limited empirical analysis elsewhere in the Pacific area and 
theoretical considerations alike suggest that the trends and relationships 
of fertilityinthe Philippines may be usual rather than unique. The ab- 
sence of relations between the proportions of Roman Catholics and fer- 
tility and the existence of the expected relations with social and econom- 
ic variables inthe Manila area corroborate the assumption that religion 
is not a specific variable separating the demography of the Philippine 
people from that of the neighbors in the Pacific with whom they share 
ethnic and cultural origins. This is a hypothesis, subject to analytical 
verification or repudiation as data become available, and to the test of 
history as the increasingly large populations of the Pacific countries 
make governmental actions in the population field major questions for 
public policy.
